The city’s sewers are taking on 
an ex cess amount of storm water, 
according to Aubrey Hayes, super­ 
intendent of sewage and water.

6cme 745,900,000 gallons of sewage 
during 1959 which is not a figure 
com m ensurate with the amount of 
w ater used. 
He noted the rainfall last year 
amounted to 47 19 inches. It rained 
130 days, he said, for an average 
of .36 of an inch oer day. 
He noted that the average high 
tem perature in the city during 1959 
was 55 degrees and the low 33 de­ 
grees. 
He also called attention to the 
reduced complains of flooded base­ 
m ents in the city.

Operational 
Date Set for 
Ohio A-Plant 


WASHINGTON TAP) - Ohio’s 


first 
atomic reactor for a 
city 
electric light plant may be in op 
eration by July 1961. 


An Atomic Energy Commission 
spokesman 
made this prediction 
today about the reactor to be buili 
at Piqua. Ohio, for its municipal 
plant. 


The facility, using atomic fuel, 
will supply steam for the light 
plant. The whole process is being 
subsidized by the government as 
an ex periment. 


Technically, 
final 
approval 
to 
build the plant comes Jan. 28. That 
is the deadline for filing objec­ 
tions on grounds of safety or other 
reasons. 


No such objection is anticipated 
by 
the 
AEC. 
Furtherm ore, 
the 
builder of the project, Atomics In­ 
ternational, a subsidiary of North 
American 
Aviation, 
has 
been 
working on the site since July. 
Another AEC hearing will be 
held in the spring to make sure the 
plant is safe to operate. 
The cost of the Piqua plant has 
more than doubled since it was 
first planned in 1955. 
At that time, it was estim ated it 
would cost $5,621,000. ex clusive of 
the cost of fuel. Today the esti­ 
m ate is $12,013,000. 
But the AEC won't pay that 
much. Piqua is supplying $33,955,- 
000 for land, buildings, supporting 
facilities and electric generators. 
The AEC now is considering ap­ 
plications from cities for a differ­ 
ent type of atomic reactor to pro­ 
duce steam for generators. 
One application is from another 
Ohio city—Miamisburg.

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Ward Boundaries Do Need Altering 


Democratic leaders, who cried “gerry man­ 
dering'’ after City Council last month p assed 


an ordinance to change ward boundaries, 


were comforted 
y esterday by the 
county 


p rosecutor’s op inion to the County Board of 
Elections that the mov e was illegal. 
Issuing a ruling at the request of the elect­ 
ion board, Prosecutor William Brokaw, him­ 
self a Rep ublican, declared that, p op ulation- 
wise, the city of Salem was not entitled to a 
fifth ward and that any councilmanic action 
must he taken within three months after a 
decennial p op ulation census has been com­ 
p leted. It’s been 10 y ears since the last cen­ 
sus. 


This may well be true and legally correct 
but it's obv ious from p ast v oting statistics 
that the wards as they now ex ist are not bal­ 
anced. Residential ex p ansions in the First 
and Fourth wards hav e resulted in. heav ier 
v oting in these two wards and the creation 
from time to time of new p recincts by the 


election board to remedy the situation. 
The v ote totals in the Nov ember municip al 
election showed 1,302 v otes cast in the First 
Ward; 633 in the Second and 472 in the Third, 
while 2.194 were cast in the Fourth Ward. 
The combined totals of Wards One, Two and 
Three was only 313 greater than the entire 
Fourth Ward. 
It’s quite obv ious that the First and Fourth 
Wards are out of p rop ortion. New residential 
allotments in these two sections of the city 
hav e accounted for the increased growth. The 
p op ulation increase is likely to continue. The 
Second and Third wards, hemmed in by the 
First and Fourth, won’t change. 
With the new U. S. census scheduled to 
start this sp ring, it’s not too early for the 
Board of Elections to giv e some study to­ 
ward allev iating the conditions as they now 
ex ist. The city may not need a fifth ward and 
p ossibly couldn’t qualify under Ohio law in 
this resp ect, but a rev ision of ward bound­ 
aries IS needed. 


Two Visits to Compare 


Now that the date has been set for Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’s v isit to Russia, it will be 
interesting to watch the Communists’ p rep ar­ 
ations for comp arison with Nikita Khrush- 
ihev ’s v isit to this country last fall. 


The kind of thing we hav e in mind already 
has been ev idenced to a degree. For instance, 
the Sov iet p ress treatment of news about 
Elsenhower makes it obv ious that the word 
has gone out to gov ernment-controlled media 
to p lay the sweetness-and-light tune. Unflat­ 
tering remarks the President has made about 
Russians recently hav e been attributed to 
v ague gov ernment sources rather to him p er­ 
sonally . 


The American p ress, of course, was under 
no such handicap regarding the Sov iet boss. 
The President urged ev ery one to treat him 
courteously , but would not hav e thought of 
suggesting that we all act like we lov ed him. 
If he had thought of suggesting it, it would 
hav e been imp ossible to carry out. 


ANOTHER IMPORTANT difference is that 
Dwight Eisenhower ap p arently still remains 
the p op ular military hero of World War II 
in the minds of many rank-and-file Russians. 
So a good deal of the outward signs of good 


Hom e Fire Drills 
The story of a Clev eland Heights family 
whose members coolly and calmly remov ed 
themselv es from danger when fire struck 
their home in the night bears a lesson for 
ev ery family ev ery where. 
The secret lay in fire drills which the head 
of the family had conducted since 1942. When 
fire struck, the reaction of ev en the smallest 
child was intelligent and sure. 
Fire drills are conducted as a matter of 
course in schools and many industries, and 
their v alue has been p rov ed rep eatedly . Many 
a teacher will attest to the absence of p anic 
and the p resence of mind among her charges 
when a real emergency arose 
Yet few p arents translate this knowledge 
into action at home, where fires 
a t night 
when the family is sleep ing can be much 
more of a threat than a blaze in a school dur­ 
ing day light hours. 
The Clev eland Heights home owner p ut his 
finger on the crux of the matter when he 
said he conducted the drills ev en though he 
thought he would nev er hav e to use them. 
Today , with his family all safe, the effort 
ex p ended in 18 y ears of what may sometimes 
hav e seemed p ointless drills can hardly be 
considered a waste of time. 
Once Over 


What management needs most in labor bat* 
tles is a rep resentativ e who doesn't seem 
to hav e been born in an Eskimo igloo. 
“ Industry ’s sp okesmen are less cap able in 
the dramatic arts than labor’s men,’’ say s 
R. Conrad Coop er. It was meant to be sar­ 
castic but the audience resp onse was, “You 
said a mouthful, Bub.” 
In an age when the p ublic goes fo color, 
drama, p ersonality and p unch, too many 
sp eakers for management p ut on a coast-to- 
coast show of smugness and comp lete lack 
of audience ap p eal. This, desp ite the long 
established fact that labor p icks sp okesmen 
who combine showmanship of Holly wood. Ra­ 
dio City , Broadway , Billy Graham’s cam­ 
p aign, P. T. Barnum and the School of 
Drama. 
Steel chiefs on-TV and in p ress stones 
seemed nev er to hav e heard of audience re­ 
action. TV ratings or good p ublicity . It made 
as much sense as sending in Emily Post to 
hold the line against a modern William Jen­ 
nings Bry an. 
Industry in a day of airwav e communica­ 
tions warms up its sp eakers with a firm 
“ Now go in there in y our best black-tie 
mood, keep y our v oice down and p rotect y our­ 
self at all times from an imp ulse to get 
emotional.” 
To a p lea of “Can’t 1 show a little warmth 
in the clinches?” the rep ly must be, “No. 
Only the workers sink as low as that.” 
Menagement argues that the other side 
emp loy s the tactics of a demagogue. But “it 
ain’t necessarily so.” A sp eaker can hav e 
warmth, color and moderate “sence chewing” 
instinct and still seem effectiv e instead of 
something left ov er from last night’s cold-cuts 
buffet. 
Steel negotiations from the start gav e Mr. 
MacDonald the ex clusiv e dramatic rights, 
star dressing room and sp ecial lighting. Ev ­ 
ery body in management, in conciliation group 


wil! which the Kremlin will encourage the 
masses to show toward the President will 
be genuine. 


Americans treated Khrushchev with court­ 
esy in most instances, but seldom was there 
a p retense that we found any thing in his 
life to command our deep -seated affection. 
President Eisenhower’s international rep uta­ 
tion still rests on the foundation of a good 
deed well done. Premier Khrushchev ’s rep u­ 
tation rests on the foundation of misdeeds 
ruthlessly done 


Still another contrast between the two v isits 
was occasioned by the President himself. He 
rep ortedly has ruled out any p ublic sp on­ 
taneous debates with his Sov iet hosts be­ 
cause he deems them unbefitting the dignity 
of his office. 


Aside from the fact that he is not as 
talented at this sort of ad lib giv e-and-take 
as Vice President Nix on, who starred in 
such an ex change in Moscow last y ear, the 
President is aware that Russians and Ameri­ 
cans both like to see in their leaders a touch 
of the “ grand manner.” 


PREMIER KHRUSHCHEV S willingness to 
indulge in such ex changes has not help ed 
his p restige any where in the world. For one 
thing, he tends to get angry ; (the President 
has a touchy temp er, too) and then to be­ 
tray his mercurial temp erament—hardly a 
qualification for delicate dip lomatic deal­ 
ings. 


For another. Premier Khrushchev ’s frowns 
and p outs and glares sometimes made him 
look more like a sp oiled fool than a leader. 
Before the President returns to the United 
States, there will be many op p ortunities to 
p lay this little p arlor game of comp arisons. 
It should offer some insight into the dif­ 
ferences between Russia and America. 


Spirited Primary Seen 


PoLitical candidates are declaring them­ 
selv es so fast these day s that it’s taking a 
sp ecial file to keep track of them all. And, 
with the filing deadline still two weeks away 
to qualify for a p lace on the May p rimary 
ballots, it’s likely that others will jump into 
the p olitical arena. 
Contests are assured for p ractically ev ery 
county and district office that will be at 
stake. Both p arties are busy . A sp irited p ri­ 
mary camp aign looms. 


Which all adds up to a p olitical bill of tare 
to whet the v oters’ ap p etites.

NEW YORK (AP) - 
civ ilians, not the military , that are 
sending nex t y ear’s federal sp end­ 
ing to a new high. And another 
big factor is the steady climb in 
interest p ay ments on the record 
federal debt. 
It’s increased income tax p ay ­ 
ments by indiv iduals and corp ora­ 
tions that is sending hop ed-for re­ 
ceip ts to a still higher figure. 
President Eisenhower in his fis­ 
cal budget p rop oses to sp end about 
the same for national security in 
the fiscal y ear starting July 1 as 
in the current one. 
But he is ex p ecting the Treas­ 
ury to sp end 9*6 billion dollars in 
interest on the 292 billion dollar 
debt — ev en though he hop es to 
shav e that debt nex t y ear. The 
new interest sp ending would be 
200 million dollars more than in 
the fiscal y ear, and nearly two bil­ 
lion dollars more than in the fis­ 
cal y ear that ended June 30, 1959. 
That’s because the debt has 
climbed steadily and because in­ 
terest rates hav e, too. 
In fiscal 19til the Treasury will 
p ut out for interest 12 cents of ev ­ 
ery dollar it sp ends. 
The new budget also calls for a 
300-million-dollar increase in p ay ­ 
ments to v eterans; 
128 million 
more for labor, welfare and edu­ 
cation; 38>2 million more for rec­ 
lamation: 950 million more for 
v arious forms of U.S. mutual se- 
curit p rograms; and 510 million 
more by the Agriculture Dep art­ 
ment for such things as crop p rice 
sup p orts. 
The new sp ending and income 
figures are awesome enough in 
themselv es — a budget figure of 
793« billion dollars for sp ending 
and 84 billion dollars in hop ed for 
income. But that is only p art of 
what the Treasury actually will 
take in and p ut out. 
Some of its collections and p ay ­ 
ments don’t get into the budget at 
all. They include such things as 
social 
security , 
unemp loy ment 
comp ensation, and highway s, 
Add them in. and Uncle Sam 
may find himself collecting from 
his nep hews 1021* billion dollars, 
if all goes well, and sp ending 96 
billion 
This would leav e a cash 
surp lus of six billion dollars. Part 
of that would accrue to the sp e­ 
cial funds tor which the Treasury 
collects and p ay s oy t. It would still

TH E BEST WAY to describe the 
new p rop osal for the coming fiscal 
y ear, which begins July 1, is to call 
it a hold-the-line budget. 
It is amazing that the p rop osed 
budget of ex p enditures has been 
held down to $79.200.000.000 as com­ 
p ared with $78 .600.000.000 for the 
current fiscal y ear that ends June 
30. 
It will be recalled that the 1959 
budget was for $8 0,700,000,000. that 
actually there is something of a 
reduction to be noted in the course 
of the two fiscal y ears. 
The 1959 budget, moreov er, had 
to take care of a deficit due to the 
recession. 
Mr. Eisenhower feels that, now 
that business has recov ered, the 
ex cess ol tax receip ts ov er ex ­ 
p enses should be ap p lied to the 
p ublic debt. He say s: 
“Unless some amounts are ap ­ 
p lied to the reduction of debt in 
p rosp erous p eriods, we can ex p ect 
an ev en larger p ublic debt if fu­ 


ture emergencies 
or 
recessions 
again p roduce deficits. 
“ In times of p rosp erity , such as 
we anticip ate in the coming y ear, 
sound fiscal and economic p olicy 
requires a budget surp lus to help 
counteract inflationary p ressures, 
to ease conditions in cap ital and 
credit markets and to increase the 
sup p ly of sav ings av ailable for the 
p roductiv e inv estment so essential 
to continued economic growth.” 
Nowhere in the President’s mes­ 
sage is there a detailed discussion 
ot the effects of inflation on gov ­ 
ernment costs but the steady in­ 
crease ov er the last sev eral y ears 
in the annual budgets is due to the 
fact that the p rices of the same 
quantity of articles bought by the 
gov ernment now are substantially 
higher than ev er before. 
In national d e f e ns e , the new 
budget is just a small amount 
higher than last y ear. Yet the in­ 
creased costs to the gov ernment 
due to inflation constitute a sizable 
amount. 
This means that the gov ernment 
must cut down on what it buy s in 
order to keep within 
the same 
1 . ts o. ex eni iLures. 
i he m- 
fense budget is around 41 billion 
dollars. 
There are critics who think the 
milBnry budget should hav e no 
limits. But if budget limitations 
were disregarded, the net result of 
such a course would be to weaken 
the whole economic structure not 
only of this country but of the 
free world. 


IN TIME OF WAR there is. ol 
course, no limit to the sp ending 
or the size of the debt but in 
a 
p eriod such as the world faces to 
day the feeling ol all gov ernments, 
including the Sov iet regime, is that 
ex p enses can and must be limited. 
One reason p erhap s is that, with 
the inv ention of destructiv e weap ­ 
ons of the nuclear ty p e, it isn’t 
so imp ortant to argue about how 
many more millions of p eop le can 
be destroy ed by more weap ons but 
to come to a decision as to whether 
tne ex isting defense p ower is ade- 
auate as a deterrent against an­ 
other nation’s armament. 
In this, the collectiv e judgment 
ot military men, p lus the beSt ap ­ 
p raisal p ossible based on intelli­ 
gence information from other coun­ 
tries, is av ailable to the Presi­ 
dent, who makes the final de­ 
cision. 
The budget doesn't contain all 
that Congress may want to see 
sp ent but, unless limits p laced by 
the President are resp ected, the 
result can be more inflation and a 
consequent rise in p rices not only 
for the general p ublic but for the 
gov ernment's own p urchases. 
That's why the hold-the-line p hi­ 
losop hy has been adop ted by the 
administration as the best p ossible 
course unoer the circumstances.

Eiseshower indicated that, de­ 
spite the painful impact of last 
fall’s l^ d ay steel strike, he will 
resist any moves in Congress to 
restrict collective bargaining or 
regulate private wage and price 
decisions.

“ Notwithstanding the great ef­ 
forts made by the free world thus 
far, the gap between the economic 
growth of the highly developed 
industrial nations and the less-de. 
veloped 
countries 
continues 
to 
widen,” Kishi said. 
Kishi paid tribute to a U. S - 
Japanese mutual assistance treaty 
signed Tuesday at White House 
ceremonies that brought Japan to 
the status of an equal ally with 
the United States. 
“ Needless to say, it is a treaty 
for peace, not for war,” he said. 
“ Peace and progress are the 
imperatives of history and the cry 
of mankind,” he added.
